Obama: Higher taxes, 
cuts to trim deficits 
by $1.1T over 10 years 

Washington 

President Obama will respond to a 
Republican push for a drastic reduc- 
tion in government spending by pro- 
posing on Monday sharp cuts of his 
own in a fiscal 2012 budget blue- 
print that aims to trim record fed- 
eral deficits by $1.1 trillion over the 
next decade. 

Obama would reach his target in 
part by raising taxes, an idea that 
Republicans refuse to consider. But 
two-thirds of the savings would come 
from spending cuts that are draco- 
nian by Democratic standards and 
take aim at liberal priorities, such as 
a popular low-income heating assis- 
tance program. 

The White House proposal, out- 
lined Friday by a senior adminis- 
tration official, would barely put 
a dent in budget deficits that ana- 
lysts say could approach $12 trillion 
through 2021. 

“After a decade of rising deficits, 
this budget asks Washington to live 
within its means, while at the same 
time investing in our future,” Obama 
said Saturday. 

Obama’s plan will launch a bid- 
ding war with Republicans over how 
deeply and swiftly to cut, as the two

A Fresh Blow to Energy Drinks 


‘Routine use’ poses 
potential hazards for 
youths, report says 

Chicago 

Energy drinks are under-studied and 
overused, and can be dangerous for 
children and teens, warns a report 
by doctors who say kids shouldn’t 
use the popular products. 

The potential harms, caused 
mostly by too much caffeine or 
similar ingredients, include heart 
palpitations, seizures, strokes and 
even sudden death, the authors 
write in Monday’s medical jour- 
nal Pediatrics. 

Dakota Sailor, 18, of Carl Junc- 


tion, Mo., says risks linked with 
energy drinks aren’t just hype. 

Sailor had a seizure and was 
hospitalized for five days last year 
after drinking two energy drinks. 
His doctor thinks caffeine or caf- 
feinelike ingredients may have been 
to blame. Sailor said. 

The report’s authors want pedi- 
atricians to routinely ask patients 
about energy drink use and to 
advise against it. 

“We would discourage the rou- 
tine use” by children and teens, 
said Dr. Steven Lipshultz, pediat- 
rics chairman at the University of 
Miami’s medical school and a co- 
author of the report. 

The report says energy drinks 
should be regulated as stringent-

the report said. Of the more-than 
300 energy drink poisonings so far 
this year, 25 percent have involved 
kids younger than 6, according to 
the American Association of Poison 
Control Centers.

ly as tobacco, alcohol and prescrip- 
tion medicines, and cites research 
suggesting that about one-third of 
teens and young adults regularly 
consume energy drinks. 

The report comes amid a crack- 
down on beverages containing alco- 
hol and caffeine, including recent 
warnings to manufacturers and 
bans in several states. 

Still, Maureen Storey, senior 
vice president of science policy at 
the American Beverage Association 
said the report “does nothing more 
than perpetuate misinformation” 
about energy drinks. 

Many of the drinks contain 
much less caffeine than coffee from 
coffeehouses, she said in a state- 
ment.

Mubarak’s Legacy Dismantled in Egypt 


Military dissolves the 
parliament, country 
embarks on new path 


Cairo 

Egypt’s military rulers took sweep- 
ing action to dismantle the auto- 
cratic legacy of former President 
Hosni Mubarak on Sunday, dis- 
solving parliament, suspending the 
constitution and promising elec- 
tions in moves cautiously welcomed 
by pro-democracy protesters. 

The caretaker government, 
backed by the military, said restor- 
ing security after the l8-day upris- 
ing that ousted Mubarak was a 
top priority even as labor unrest 
reflected one of the many chal- 
lenges of steering the Arab world’s 
biggest nation toward stability and 
democracy. 

Egypt’s upheaval was also splin- 
tering into a host of smaller griev- 
ances, the inevitable outcome of 
emboldened citizens feeling free 
to speak up, most of them for the 
first time.

Egyptian President Hosni Mubarak's downfall appears to have nudged Isra- 
el and the Palestinians toward some common ground: Neither side seems to think 
now is the time for brave moves toward peace.

Pakistani Police: U.S. Official Guilty in Shootings 


Islamabad, Pakistan 

A Pakistani police report says an 
American Embassy official jailed in 
the killing of two Pakistani men is 
guilty of murder, citing investiga- 
tors’ findings that the official shot 
each victim five times, including 
in their backs, and lied to police 
about how he arrived at the scene 
of the incident. 

The five-page report spells out 
law enforcement authorities’ case 
against the official, Raymond 
Davis, which the police chief in 


the city of Lahore referred to two 
days ago as a “cold-blooded” kill- 
er. Davis, a for- 
mer Army Spe- 
cial Forces soldier, 
has said he fired 
in self-defense as 
the men tried to 
rob him. 

The report, 
however, says that 
while the men were armed, no wit- 
nesses saw them point weapons at 
Davis. The top American official in 
Lahore, Carmela Conroy, disputed 


that Friday, faulting police for not 
considering what she said were eye- 
witness accounts of the stick-up. 

Two weeks after the incident, 
the police report serves as an offi- 
cial record of how deeply Pakistani 
officials are digging in their heels 
over the case, which has frayed 
the uneasy U.S. -Pakistan alli- 
ance. U.S. officials have repeat- 
edly said Davis qualifies for dip- 
lomatic immunity and demanded 
his release, while Pakistan has 
said the matter is up to its courts.

Proposal to tighten 
nation’s relaxed laws 
on firearms rejected 

Geneva 

Neutral Switzerland is among 
the best-armed nations in the 
world, with more guns per capi- 
ta than almost any other country 
except the United States, Finland 
and Yemen. 

At least 2.3 million weapons lie 
stashed in basements, cupboards 
and lofts in this country of less 
than 8 million people, according 
to the Geneva-based Small Arms 
Survey. 


On Sunday, Swiss voters made 
sure it stays that way, rejecting a 
proposal to tighten the peaceful 
Alpine nation’s relaxed firearms 
laws. The decision was hailed as a 
victory by gun enthusiasts, sports 
shooters and supporters of Switzer- 
land’s citizen soldier tradition. 

In Switzerland, where all able- 
bodied men are required to perform 
military duty, many choose to take 
their army-issued rifle home with 
them even after completing mili- 
tary service. Gun clubs, too, remain 
a popular feature of village life in 
rural parts of the country, with chil- 
dren as young as 10 taking part in 
shooting competitions. 

Doctors, churches and women’s 


groups tried and failed Sunday to 
require military-issued firearms to 
be locked in secure army depots. 
They also wanted the Swiss gov- 
ernment to establish a national gun 
registry and ban the sale of fully 
automatic weapons and pump- 
action rifles, arguing this would 
help cut incidents of domestic vio- 
lence and Switzerland’s high rate 
of firearms suicides. 


The clear defeat of the propos- 
al — 56.3 percent of voters reject- 
ed it — may seem surprising for a 
peaceful nation that hasn’t been at 
war with its neighbors since Napo- 
leon invaded two centuries ago. 
But this is a country that cherish- 
es the myth of William Tell and 
its soldiers’ supposed defiance of 
Nazi Germany in World War II.

THE LATE 

SHIFT 

Let’s be real: The night train is the party train, 

and the people who depend on after-midnight service 
are the people who clean offices and work security, but 
mainly the night crawlers, those for whom the action 
doesn’t even begin till 11 p.m. When they’ve had too 
much, it’s the Metro car that pays the price. On this 
weekend, the price of running Metro trains through the 
wee hours was the topic du jour, after officials Thursday 
floated a proposal to close the rail system at midnight on 
Fridays and Saturdays, just like on other days of the week. 
Here are their stories, (the Washington post)

Doings in Dupont 

It’s 1:15 a.m. on Sunday, and George 
Dizelos is at the Dupont Circle Metro 
station, waiting with two friends for 
the Red Line to Bethesda. It’s late, but 
it’s early. 

“I’ve missed that last train before,” 
he says of the 3 a.m. bar-hoppers’ 
express. “Like, you go to Big Slice or 
whatever to get some pizza, and then 
you have to take a cab home. And it 
costs $20.” That’s the equivalent of 
four Yuenglings at the Big Hunt, the 
bar where they’ve spent part of the 
night. 

The Dupont station has a pecu- 
liar, after-hours odor. It’s part distill- 
ery, part dirty ashtray and part Victo- 
ria’s Secret body lotion, with a box of 
Krispy Kremes and something else, 
something putrid, mixed in. 

A crowded train pulls into the 
crowded station, where the platform 
looks much like it does during the eve- 
ning commute — only younger, more 
untucked and a lot more inebriated. 

“If Metro stops running trains ear- 
lier, we wouldn’t go out as frequently,” 
says Dizelos’ friend, Lucas Georgiou. 


“If they cut the service, I might jump 
on the third rail,” Dizelos says. 

'Nobody Likes Going 
Out in Georgetown’ 

It’s hard to be cosmopolitan if you can’t 
stay out past midnight, says Stuart 
Levy, who teaches tourism and hospi- 
tality management at George Wash- 
ington University. 

“What about D.C. wanting to be an 
international city?” he says. “D.C. is 
just changing its image. People think 
it’s a boring town until they experi- 
ence it. This is the old image we are 
going back to.” 

Levy succeeds in riling up a few 
friends he runs into at Gallery Place. 
They share Levy’s fervor for extended 
weekend hours. Pretty soon, they’re 
talking bringing the Democratic spir- 
it of Cairo to WMATA. 

“We have to have a rally,” says 
Tammy, a dark-haired woman parked 
on a bench. She predicts ominously that 
ending late-night service would turn 
the rest of the city into Georgetown. 
“Nobody likes to go out in George- 
town,” she says. 


Backstory 

Metro’s late-night service, which 
began in 1999, costs about 
$3 million a year, and system 
managers would love to get those 
hours back to add the equivalent 
of 45 days a year for track 
maintenance. (Twp) 


The Workers 

After midnight, Metro is the domain 
of the young and inebriated. In this 
atmosphere, it’s easy to pick out the 
night commuters, who stand out the 
way a hungover club kid might in the 
morning rush. 

On the Green Line, Aloh Che, 63, 
quietly reads a newspaper. His eyes 
look tired. A patch on his jacket explains 
why he is out at 1 a.m.: Security. His 
job often ends at midnight. 

“Once you miss the bus, then you 
miss the train, then your only alterna- 
tive is hiring a taxi or sleeping on the 
street,” he says. He’s done that: slept on 
the street until Metro started up again. 
“Three or four times,” he says.

A native of Cameroon, Che, who works 
in Bethesda, has worked two shifts this 
day. By the time he gets home to New 
Carrollton, the buses will have stopped 
running, so he will pay a taxi driver $10 
to take him the rest of the way. 

The End 

It’s 2:40 a.m., and Andrew Bank, Kyle 
Speight and three friends are trying to 
get home to Virginia. 

The board above the platform has 
nothing to say about the next train to 
Glenmont. “Hey,” Speight says, “the 
next train leaves in — never!” 

“Are we gonna die?” Bank asks. 
Everybody laughs. 

The talk turns to Four Loko and 
“Skins” and “Jersey Shore” and, more 
important, the girl in the short skirt 
who’s coming the wrong way down 
the escalator. 

“Waiting for the last Metro train on 
Saturday night — this is as good as it 
gets,” says Mike O’Connor, a contractor 
for the Department of Defense. 

If Metro closes at midnight, “we 
would be taking cabs home every week- 
end, and it would cost $40,” O’Connor 
says. “Or we’d go home at midnight.” 

“No, we wouldn’t,” Bank says. 

“What time did we get out here 
tonight? Eleven?” O’Connor says. 

The train arrives just before 3 a.m.

The 70th-ranked Quiros shot 
a 68 to finish at 11-under 277, one 
stroke ahead of Anders Hansen of 
Denmark (70) and James Kingston 
of South Africa (67). 

Woods had a 75 to end tied for 
20th at 4-under 284. 


“There were quite a few pos- 
itives this week but a couple of 
glaring examples of what I need 
to work on,” Woods said. 


He entered the round one stroke 
off the lead, but for the second 
straight day he started with two 
bogeys in his first three holes. He 


managed to claw a shot back when 
his approach on the sixth ended up 
a few feet from the pin. However, 
Woods offset two birdies with two 
bogeys on the back nine and then 
double bogeyed the I8th. 

“All my old feels [for the clubs] 
are out the window when the winds 
blow,” he said. “That’s the thing 
when you are making change. It’s 
fine when the wind is not blowing. 
But when you have to hit a shot 
when the wind blows ... the new 
swing patterns get exposed.” 

Woods, who won in Dubai in 
2006 and 2008, is now in the lon- 
gest victory drought of his career. 
His last title came at the Austra- 
lian Masters in November 2009.

Nicole Gorman had no intention of joining 
her folks’ jewelry business. She spent eight 
years working as a teacher, but during one 
summer break, she found that maybe bling 
was in her blood after all. 

“I worked at another jewelry store, and 
there was an instant click,” recalls Gorman, 
37, who can now be found behind the coun- 
ter at downtown D.C.’s I. Gorman Jewelers 
(202-775-8544, Igorman.com) with her par- 
ents and brother. 

For Gorman, joining the her clan’s compa- 
ny proved an easy transition. But even when 
that’s the case, it doesn’t mean that it’s all 
smooth sailing ahead. Family businesses can 
prove tricky, with just as many opportunities 
for conflict as for cheerful meetings in the back 
office.

on her own, without any pressure 
from relatives, was a plus — as 
was the time she spent following 
her own career path. 

“Some family businesses have 
a policy that kids coming into the 
business have to work outside of it 
for five years,” says David Gage, co- 
founder of Arlington-based BMC 
Associates (703-465-1262, Bmeas- 
sociates.com), a business media- 
tion and conflict resolution firm 
that helps solve intra-family corpo- 
rate disputes. “That makes a lot of 
sense. Sometimes the kids may need 
to spend time doing other things, 
finding out who they are and work- 
ing for other people.” 

“I encourage people to create 
their family constitution or fam- 
ily code of conduct,” says Marga- 
ret Wilson, founder and principal 
of Tandem Partners (410-241-2369, 
Tandem-partners.com), an organiza- 
tional consulting firm based in Bal- 
timore County. “Talk about things 
like what it means to be someone 
working in our family business and 
your philosophy on compensation. 
Dealing with those things before 
people are actually ready to make a 
career decision can be helpful; it’s 
much more difficult to have those 
kinds of conversations in a heat- 
ed moment.” 

When disagreements do arise, 
don’t bring your generational 
baggage into them or resort to 
acting like your 13-year-old self 
“We always have respect for each 
other,” Gorman says. “We know 
each other and know what but- 
tons not to push. So, we just talk 
things through and respect what 
we each have to say.” 

Separating your business life 
from your personal life, as much as 
you can when you clock in along- 
side Mom or Dad, also helps. “My 
mom and sisters sometimes make 
a rule at the dinner table and say, 
‘No business talk,”’ advises Jon 
Mervis, who works at Mervis Dia- 
mond Importers (800-437-5683, 
Mervisdiamond.com) with his 
father, uncle and cousin. 

“It’s about managing the bound- 
aries and being clear what hat

you’re wearing at any given time,” 
Wilson says. “I encourage parents 
and children in a family business to 
call each other by their first names 


at work and for people to drive to 
the office in separate vehicles. That 
way, you have some buffer space 
when you leave the office and can 
be with your own thoughts.” 

Of course, mixing business with 
bloodlines doesn’t lead only to con- 
flict and strife. There are plenty of 
positives about sharing an office 
with people who already have a pret- 
ty good idea of your abilities. 

“You can do more in a family 
business because there is such a 
level of trust,” says Mervis, 27. “If 
I have an idea and I take it to my 
father, he usually says, ‘Yes, do it.’ 
He knows that I have the compa- 
ny’s interests in mind and trusts 
that I’m intelligent and competent 


enough to execute the plan.” 

“Kids in a family business can go 
up the ladder sometimes quite a bit 
faster than if they worked in anoth- 
er corporation,” Gage says. “There 
is an advantage to really knowing 
one another and having intimate 
knowledge of the other people in 
control of the business.” 

The younger generation often 
finds itself bringing its prede- 
cessors up to speed on Facebook, 
Twitter and other 21st-century 
tech tools. In turn, the parents 
and grandparents offer hard-won 
wisdom. 

“I learned more about life in 
general from watching my moth- 
er-in-law operate a business than 
almost any other experience,” says 
Ben Ryder Howe, 39, who chroni- 
cles the two years he spent work- 
ing with his wife and her relatives 
in the upcoming book “My Kore- 
an Deli: Risking It All for a Con- 
venience Store” ($24, Henry Holt 
and Company, on sale March 1). 
“How to treat people, how to han- 
dle pressure and conflict, what it 


means to follow a routine and be 
consistent.” 

What the business’ young- 
est members learn can help them 
deal with the pressure of eventu- 
ally taking the reins of the opera- 
tion. “I wouldn’t want to take the 
business over and have something 
happen to it,” says 28-year-old 
Ryan Ridgely Grant, who works at 
Rockville-based Charles R. Grant 
Insurance Agency (301-279-7100, 
Grantinsuranceagency.com) with 
his parents, uncle and older sister, 
Ashley N. Grant. “But I think that 
makes me want to do everything 
in my power to make it the best it 
can be. I do feel pressure, but it’s 
also exciting.” 

That sense of opportunity is 
why so many people opt to join 
the family company. “You have 
to go into it with an open mind,” 
says Ashley N. Grant, 32. “But 
from my experience, the posi- 
tives greatly outweigh the nega- 
tives. My recommendation would 
be to just go for it and see what

Introduction to Public Media — a 
three-hour set of lectures — is the 
mandatory first step toward AIM’s 
more-advanced classes. 

THE BASICS 

AIM broadcasts a wide variety of 
programs, such as the literary-mind- 
ed talk show “The Bookman’s Cor- 
ner” and indie-rock showcase “Pan- 
cake Mountain.” Twenty-five to 30 
percent of its shows are in languag-

es other than English. “Whatever 
you want to put on the air — a kid’s 
show, a newscast, something that 
speaks to your community — we will 
help you make it,” Steven says. 
The intro course is suitable for even 


the media illiterate. “The joke used 
to be that some of our students 
couldn’t even spell VCR, but now 
the joke should be that they couldn’t 
spell DVR.” 

The first lecture address- 
es the history of public 
access, starting with its 
roots in the early 1970s, 
when cable companies 
were mandated by the 
FCC to make a channel 
available to the communi- 
ty that it served. 

The second talk deals with 
media literacy. “We want our 
students to understand how to 
deconstruct what they see, hear 
and read,” Steven says. The final 
component covers the internal 
policies governing AIM studio 
use and equipment rental, and 
the federal, state and local laws 


producers must abide by. 

WHAT’S NEXT? 

AIM’s higher-level offerings include 
tutorials on sound recording. Final 
Cut Pro editing and television writ- 
ing. Once students have more learn- 
ing under their belts, they can rent 
studio time and equipment from 
AIM for a small fee (two and a 
half hours costs $16). To score air- 
time, there are only two rules: The 
program and its production can’t 
break any laws, and AIM must be 
allowed to air it first.

Future docs need 
practice with people, 
so med schools pay 
for pretend patients 

Side Jobs 

There’s only so much that doctors-in- 
training can learn about a physical 
exam from a textbook, or from tell- 
ing a simulation dummy that he has 
terminal cancer. At a certain point, 
they need to try out techniques on 
actual humans. And for that, 
medical centers are will- 
ing to pay. 

“We’re basically — I 
for lack of a better term 
— guinea pigs, in a way, 
because they get to prac- 
tice with us before they go out 
into the real world,” says Dwane 
Starlin, who works as a standard- 
ized patient at Georgetown Uni- 
versity School of Medicine’s Inte- 
grated Learning Center and other 
area medical centers. 

But these are no average “guinea 
pigs.” The work of a standardized 
patient demands strict adherence 
to detail, a multi-track mind and 
often a flair for the dramatic. 

“People have the idea that it’s 
[like] the ‘Seinfeld’ episode,” says 
Tamara Owens, director of How- 
ard University’s Clinical Skills and 
Simulation Center. (In one scene, 
Kramer’s freewheeling tale of a tryst 
with a “coquettish haberdasher” — 
and of “burning during urination” 
afterward — leads a med student 
to yell “Gonorrhea!” as the others 
break into applause.) 

Instead, encounters are tightly 
scripted to provide a controlled set- 
ting for teaching and evaluating the 
clinical and communication skills 
of students, medical residents and 
other trainees. “You can’t have them 
overacting in Room A, and over in 
Room B they’re just barely into the 
role,” Owens says. 

After potential standardized 
patients attend a general information

session, the hiring process is akin to 
casting a movie, taking into account 
basic memorization and communi- 
cation skills, plus necessary factors 
such as age, weight and ethnicity. 
Just as there’s a market for Starlin, 
68, there’s demand for 25-year-old 
Amanda Vacharat, of Baltimore, 
who says her youthful looks allow 
her play even younger roles. 


Before a job, standardized 
patients are sent the script (which 
might be five to 15 pages) ahead of 
case-specific training, which typi- 
cally lasts a few hours or more and 
is paid time. Most jobs occur on 
weekdays, so a flexible schedule is 
important. 

The playbook is culled from 
the whole of medicine, so cases

may involve portraying physical 
and emotional symptoms of, say, a 
stroke victim, or bipolar disorder, or 
a grieving family member. 

“It’s pretty easy to fall out of it, 
and all of the sudden not limp ... 
or maybe you forget which ear you 
can’t hear out of,” says Starlin, who 
is also a licensed D.C. tour guide 
and an actor. 

On top of all that, in a session 
that could last 15 or 20 minutes, 
standardized patients need to watch 
the trainee so they can do an accu- 
rate evaluation afterward. 

Standardized patients are paid 


based on the difficulty of a case; 
locally, hourly rates range from 
about $15 to $30. Higher-paid, 
more-challenging cases sometimes 
include deeply emotional, end-of-life 
roles, such as the ones Vicki Clark, 
59, portrays at the Johns Hopkins 
Medicine Simulation Center. 

Clark, a paralegal who says 
she has a knack for turning on the 
waterworks, regularly plays one 
character who has pancreatic can- 
cer. She needs to be told her che- 
motherapy didn’t go well and that 
her case is terminal. 

“When I walk into Johns Hop- 
kins, I’m no longer Vicki Clark, 
I’m Ms. Wilkes,” she says. “When 
they ask me how I feel, it’s in the 
script, but I can portray looking 
that way: I’m tired. I’m fatigued. 
I’m nervous.” 

“When those residents walk 
out that door,” says Clark, “you’re 
hoping that they take some good 
part of this and put it to practice.”

before the good times start to roll, 
however. Burton has to conceive his 
designs months ahead of time to 
present them to potential buyers at 
the annual National Stationery Show, 
which 8,500 retailers are expected to 
attend in May. “I basically created this 
year’s Valentine’s cards shortly after 
Valentine’s Day last year," he says. 
(That and the December holidays 
are his busiest seasons.) And then 
there’s the bookkeeping: filling orders, 
billing customers and maintaining the 
website. “The business could be a lot 
further along if I was able to work on 
it full time every day," says Burton, 
who devotes 20 hours a week to Pride 
Greetings. “But because it’s not big 
enough to pay my bills, it’s really 
difficult to do that."

But “everything I found was either 
really tacky and cheap, or it was 
pornographic," he says. So, he 
canvassed pals about what they 
look for in a card and contacted 
the Alexandria Small Business 
Development Center for help 
obtaining a business license. A year 
later, he ordered cardstock and joined 
Costco to copy his images by the 
thousands. 

HOW YOU CAN GET THIS JOB: 

Americans buy 7 billion greeting 
cards every year, according to 


the Greeting Card Association 
(Greetingcard.org). If you want in, 
check the association’s website for 
tips, or get the inside scoop from a 
pro such as Cheryl Phelps, who offers 
workshops on breaking into the field 
(Cherylphelps.com/workshops.html). 
The next one is in New York City on 
May 14. But your best resource could 
be future customers. Burton says he’s 
never stopped asking his clientele for 
feedback: “What do you think would 
sell? Why would you order these 
cards?"

of scale to why Bill Gates deserves 
our thanks. 

So, what exactly do you mean by 
“eat people”? 

The book is about a bunch of dif- 
ferent things, but for the most 
part, it’s rules for entrepreneurs 
on how to find the next big thing. 
I’ve got 13 of them, all based on 


my experience. What “eat peo- 
ple” is, besides being rule num- 
ber seven, is the observation that 
most great pieces of technology 
that create massive amounts of 
wealth are about getting rid of 
jobs and getting rid of people in 
the work force. 

But all we hear, from Congress to 
Main Street, are continuous calls 
for job creation. 

The good news is those old jobs 
are replaced by better jobs. Face- 
book is hiring, Groupon is hir- 
ing, Google, Twitter — these are 
all creators of productivity tools. 
Pick a sector and you can find a 
company using that technology 
that is creating jobs. The histo- 
ry of the U.S. economy is that it’s 
not static. Every cycle, we destroy 
old jobs and ways of doing things, 
and wealth and great jobs are 
created.

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Is now a good time to be an entre- 
preneur? 

I think it is. Everyone thinks start- 
ups are risky, that most don’t work, 
that they’re prone to failure. Actu- 
ally, I find that working at a big 
company is what’s risky. Big com- 
panies tend to be more static; they 
don’t chase these new opportuni- 
ties. They have a specific focus — 
they make turbines; they do televi- 
sion programming. They’re good 
at something and are very slow 
to adapt to new technology, while 


entrepreneurs and start-ups pickup 
on the new wave of technology and 
can be much more innovative. 

How can you tell if your idea is a 
good one? 

What you’re involved in needs to 
scale, which means it needs to get 
cheaper every year and scale to mil- 
lions of users. The company needs 
to be horizontal. You don’t do every- 
thing; you pick a slice that you’re 
good at. Like Intel — it doesn’t make 
computers; it just makes the chips 


that go into computers. And pro- 
ductivity is one of the most impor- 
tant things — it’s got to be produc- 
tive. That doesn’t just mean being 
efficient; it means doing the right 
thing the right way. 

Why is it important to help create 
wealth for others? 

I think there are too many politi- 
cal entrepreneurs out there, those 
that are creating wealth basically 
by taxing or taking it from the rest 
of us. Instead, I much more want 


to celebrate the market entrepre- 
neurs, those who are creating pro- 
ductivity. They’re getting wealthy, 
but they’re making society wealthy 
as well. Steve Jobs, Mark Zucker- 
berg and Larry Ellison are all ter- 
ribly wealthy, but I’m also wealthier 
because of what they’ve done. 

Anyone a budding entrepreneur 
should look to and learn from? 

I’ve spent a little time with Mark 
Zuckerberg, who’s kind of the entre- 
preneur du jour. I’ve heard him talk 


about lowering the cost of com- 
munications; he understands that 
what he has scales. He never asked 
for any help; he doesn’t have peo- 
ple lobbying in Washington. He 
has this thing, and he grows it, 
and he hires really smart people. 
I’m also a fan of Steve Jobs, Larry 
Ellison and even Bill Gates, who 
gets beat up and accused of run- 
ning the Death Star. But you prob- 
ably couldn’t do what you do, and 
I couldn’t do what I do, without his 
software, beth luberecki

When Laurie Forster was a soft- 
ware sales executive for 12 Tech- 
nologies, one of her favorite tasks 
was taking high-end prospects 
to high-end restaurants — until 
it came time to order wine for 
the table. 

The Chambolle-Musigny ler 
Cru Les Hants Doix Burgundy 
or the Ironclad Bordeaux Blend 
Waihekie Island? Which 
year? What did that mean, 

“a soft attack ... with 
notes of smoky cedar 
and spice”? 

Forster grew up in 
1980s New Jersey think- 
ing “wine came in a box and 
was pink.” After too many pan- 
icked moments in front of boss- 
es and buyers, she decided, “If I 
could sell complex software to 
Fortune 500 corporations, there 
had to be a way to understand the 
world of wine.” So, she took a few 
online classes, then gourmet pair- 
ing classes, where she met her hus- 
band, a chef 

Forster left her software job, 
and the two moved to Manhat- 
tan, where she worked at a wine 
store and earned a certificate in 
viticulture (grape growing) and 
vinification (wine making) from 
the American Sommelier Associa- 
tion. Eventually, after a scare from 
living blocks from Ground Zero 
on 9/11 and with entrepreneur- 
ship in mind, the couple moved to 
Easton, Md. 

With her growing expertise 
plus her business background, For- 
ster launched a series of wine din- 
ners and tastings. 

“Wine tastings are the new golf 
outings,” she explains. “Believe it 
or not, a tasting is less expensive 
— and it’s an icebreaker that peo- 


ple can learn from and use the 
next day.” But her study and work 
weren’t always enough to answer 
clients’ questions. “Wine has a dif- 
ferent vocabulary, not only in Eng- 
lish, but in French and Spanish and 
German,” she notes. 

Simplifying this world for oth- 
ers meant more complex study for 
herself. Accordingly, Forster has 
been working her way toward the 
elite Wine & Spirit Education Trust 
diploma at Jay Youmans’ Capital 
Wine School (301-467-7927; Cap- 
italwineschool.com). 

Capital Wine School holds most 
classes above Bell Wine & Spirits 
in downtown D.C. Its most popu- 


lar class, the monthly Introduc- 
tion to Wine Basics, is two hours 
and costs $75; that includes lec- 
ture notes and 10 tastes. A $595 
prep course for the Society of Wine 
Educators’ Certified Specialist in 
Wine exam starts April 23. 

“Sixty percent of our students 
are not in the wine industry,” You- 
mans says. “They may want to open 
a retail store or an import compa- 
ny; become a sommelier, a wine 
writer or a serious collector; or just 
impress their friends.” 

Youmans consults for East 
Coast wineries and has done dis- 
tribution and importation, owned 
a wine bar, written for the Interna-

icebreaker that people can learn 
from and use the next day.” 


tional Wine Review and served as 
a wine judge. He teaches the Wine 
& Spirit Education Trust certifica- 
tion courses and the Certified Spe- 
cialist in Wine course. 

“I warn lawyers and lobbyists 
they won’t make the same salary” 
by switching careers, Youmans 
says, “but they don’t care.” 

Neither did Forster, who six 
years ago rebranded herself the 
Wine Coach (Thewinecoach.com) 
and branched out into tours and 
corporate events such as those she 
used to host as a sales executive — 
but this time as a consultant. 


When the U.S. Chamber of 
Commerce had a wine tasting 
after a session on communication 
protocol, she tailored her event to 
the steps participants had learned 
— evaluating the situation, orga- 
nizing their thoughts, expressing 


opinions. When Jagen Investments 
hired her to do a session for CPAs, 
she called it Wine by the Numbers 
and had participants compare their 
own ratings with a critic’s. 

Forster now teaches at Anne 
Arundel Community College, a 


Baltimore wine shop and Capi- 
tal Wine School. She writes for 
the Washington Times and Balti- 
more’s Style magazine, and appears 
on WTOP and Martha Stewart 
Radio. She puts on an annual 
wine luncheon for congressional 
spouses and speaks at wine festi- 
vals from St. Michaels to Nation- 
al Harbor, often signing her 2008 
book, “The Sipping Point: A Crash 
Course in Wine.” 

Capital Wine School is a great 
local resource, Forster says: “If 
you want to master wine, you 
need classroom training as well 


as travel and real-life experience. 
And as a career changer, you have 
to show you’ve committed your- 
self to learning.” Calling her work 
“edutainment,” she notes, “Most 
great businesses come from cre- 
ating something you want after 
not being able to find it.” 

“It’s a blessing to do what I 
love,” Forster said last month 
before jetting off to Napa Valley 
and France. “It’s fun, something 
new all the time, and it helps oth- 
ers. People shouldn’t have to be 
scared by fermented grape juice!”

API Silver celebrates 
Ginger Rogers’ 100th 
birthday with 20 films 


Film 

In her life, as in her films, Ginger 
Rogers was a distinctly indepen- 
dent woman. She was so modern 
in her directness, her self-posses- 
sion, her firm command of her 
expressive powers, that the arriv- 
al of her centennial year comes 
as a shock. The actress, who died 
in 1995, would have turned 100 
this July. 

The American Film Institute 
will mark the moment with a wide- 
ranging retrospective Wednesday 
through April 7. All 10 of Rogers’ 
films with Fred Astaire are includ- 
ed, as are an equal number of her 
63 others: comedies and dramas 
including “Kitty Foyle,” which 
tracks a living-by-her-wits shop 
clerk’s disastrous love life. 

As we near Oscar season and its 
coronation of actors with looks and 
charisma but comparatively narrow 
abilities, the time is right to recon- 
sider Rogers and her remarkable 
talents. Even for her time, when 
actors were typically more accom- 
plished than they are today, Rog- 
ers was a golden hat trick.
